1. YUGOSLAV DEL HAS PROVIDED US WITH ADVANCE COPY (TEXT 
TRANSMITTED BELOW) OF THEIR DRAFT RESOLUTION ON CSCE FOLLOW-UP. 
WE UNDERSTAND THAT YUGOSLAVS WORKED OUT THEIR PROPOSAL IN 
CLOSE CONSULTATION WITH ROMANIANS, WHO WERE RELUCTANT TO 
TAKE INITIATIVE IN PUTTING FORWARD IDEAS DIFFERENT FROM 

THOSE IN CZECH PROPOSAL FOR A CONSULTATIVE COMMITTEE. YUGO- 
SLAV PAPER ALSO HAS SUPPORT OF GREAT MAJORITY OF NEUTRAL 
DELEGATIONS. 

2. BEGIN TEXT: BEARING IN MIND THAT THE CONFERENCE ON 
SECURITY AND CO-OPERATION IN EUROPE IS A PART OF, AND AN 
IMPORTANT CONTRIBUTING FACTOR TO, THE PROCESS OF INCREASING 
SECURITY AND DEVELOPING CO-OPERATION IN EUROPE AND IN THE 
WORLD AS A WHOLE; 

CONVINCED THEREFORE THAT THE CONFERENCE MUST, IN ORDER TO 
ACHIEVE ITS PURPOSE, ENSURE THE CONTINUITY OF THE EFFORTS OF 
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ALL THE PARTICIPATING STATES TOWARDS THE GOALS IT HAS SET; 
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BEARING FURTHERIN MIND THAT THESE EFFORTS WILL TAKE THE 
FORM OF A WIDE VARIETY OF ACTIVITIES, WHICH WILL REQUIRE ORGANI- 
SED SUPPORT, ASSISTANCE AND CO-ORDINATION; 

DETERMINED TO ENSURE THAT THE RESULTS ACHIEVED AT THE 
CONFERENCE ARE FULLY PUT INTO PRACTICE AND THAT THE PATTERN 
OF CONSULTATIONS AND NEGOTIATIONS IT HAS EVOLVED IS PRESERVED 
AND FURTHER DEVELOPED; 

THE PARTICIPATING STATES HAVE AGREED UPON THE FOLLOWING: 

1. THEY WILL UTILIZE ALL EXISTING AND DEVELOP NEW FORMS 

OF CO-OPERATION SO AS TO ENSURE THAT THE MULTILATERAL EFFORTS 
THAT HAVE BEEN INITIATED WILL BE CONTINUED: 

2. IN ORDER TO ENSURE THAT THESE EFFORTS ARE PURSUED IN 

A CO-ORDINATED AND EFFECTIVE MANNER A CONTINUING COMMITTEE, 
COMPOSED OF REPRESENTATIVES OF ALL THE PARTICIPATING STATES, 

IS ESTABLISHED; 

3. THE COMMITTEE WILL BE RESPONSIBLE FOR CO-ORDINATING, 

INITIATING AND REVIEWING ACTIVITIES DESIGNED TO IMPLEMENT THE 
DECISIONS OF THE CONFERENCE AND FURTHER TO DEVELOP CO-OPERATION 
AMONG THE PARTICIPATING STATES IN ALL THE AREAS IT HAS CONSIDERED; 

4. THE COMMITTEE WILL, WHEN REQUIRED, TAKE APPROPRIATE 

ACTION WITH A VIEW TO CONVENING MEETINGS OF EXPERTS AND GOVERN- 
MENT REPRESENTATIVES; IT WILL, FURTHERMORE, INITIATE AND PREPARE 
FUTURE CONFERENCES ON SECURITY AND CO-OPERATION IN EUROPE; 

5. IN DISCHARGING ITS FUNCTIONS THE COMMITTEE WILL TAKE 
INTO ACCOUNT THE CONTRIBUTIONS WHICH IT BELIEVES COULD BE 
ASKED FROM EXISTING INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS; 

6. THE COMMITTEE WILL MEET AT LEAST ONCE A YEAR, 

EACH TIME IN ANOTHER OF THE PARTICIPATING STATES; 

7. THE RULES OF PROCEDURE WHICH THE COMMITTEE WILL 
ADOPT SHALL BE IN CONFORMITY WITH THOSE OF THE CONFERENCE; 

8. THE SERVICES OF THE SECRETARIAT WILL BE PROVIDED BY 
THE HOST COUNTRY; 

9. THE FIRST MEETING OF THE COMMITTEE WILL TAKE PLACE 
AT... NOT LATER THAN TWELVE MONTHS AFTER THE CLOSE OF THE 
CONFERENCE ON SECURITY AND CO-OPERATION IN EUROPE; THE DATE 

OF THE MEETING WILL BE PROPOSED BY THE HOST COUNTRY AND AGREED UPON
